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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 12-06- 
05 has been entered. 

2. Claims 14, 15, and 17-23 are pending in this application and have been 
examined. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 14, 15, and 17-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 



As for claim 14, the claim contains the phrase: "...error correction encoding to 
digital data...", and embedding. the identification information to a part of said main body 
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of data to which an error correction encoding has been performed based on position 
information...". It is unclear what is meant by "...error correction encoding to digital 
data..." or what is meant by "...embedding the identification information to a part of said 
main body of data to which an error correction encoding has been performed based on 
position information...". Line 7 of the claim could be read as either "embedding" or "error 
correction encoding" based on position information. 

As for claim 21, it is unclear what is meant by "...a digital record medium in 
which includes...", or what is meant by "...said main body of data in which includes 
embedded identification information...". 

Claims 15, and 17-20 are dependent on claim 14 and are therefore rejected on 
the same basis as is that claim. Claim 23 is dependent on claim 22 and is therefore 
rejected on the same basis as is that claim. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1 5, 1 7-20, and 23 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to 
include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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6. Claims 14, 21 , and 22 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome 
the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

7. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The closest prior art in the field, Itami, US 5,418,852, and Sako, International 
Application EPO 794 496 A1 , do not teach the features of the claimed invention of; the 
method of the claimed invention of embedding identification information, and then 
position information associated with the identification information, into error correction 
encoded digital data; nor does the prior art teach the related process of extracting the 
embedded identification information based via a error correction decoding of the data 
that is based on position information, nor does the prior art teach the embedding 
process detailed supra, wherein the digital data is first encrypted prior to error correction 
encoding.
